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(57) The invention is apparatus for performing beat- 
ing heart surgery, in which a single articulating arm sup- 
ports multiple suction pods. Once the suction pods are 
applied to the heart surface, tightening a cable fixes the 
arm in place. Then, the suction pods may be spread 
apart from each other to tighten the surface of the car- 
diac tissue lying between the suction pods. In one em- 
bodiment, fixation of the arm as well as the spreading 
apart of the suction pods may occur concurrently or al- 
most concurrently through the tensioning of a single ca- 
ble. Additional embodiments of the method, system and 
its components are shown. 
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
